SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The publication entitled Cleo No. 63 October2000 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

The publication is a lifestyle magazine printed on a monthly basis and aimed at women 
in their late teens to early twenties. The magazine contains articles, advice and 
advertising material related to this age group. This particular issue of Cleo contains 
articles and advice pages which make explicit references to sexual activity. While 
much of this information is informative and non titillatory, the magazine also includes 
material which requires maturity and experience to give it some context. The explicit 
nature of this material is likely to be injurious to the public good if made available to 
children and young persons. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been taken into account in reaching this 
decision. Due to the manner in which the publication treats matters of sex, restricting 
the magazine to persons 16 years of age and over is the minimum restriction that can 
be applied in order to prevent likely injury. 
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
